afternoon .about half past two, the 
United Press association sent out a 
formal announcement of the death ot 
Pope Pius X. The Associated Press 
sent out no such telegram at that 
hour nor for several hours thereafter. 


Claim was made that the United 
Press had scored an important news 
beat. This claim was challenged with 
the statement that, at half past two, 
New York time, (8:30 p,. m., Roman 
time), the pope was etlll alive ana 
that he actually died at one-twenty on 
the--following morning. To this tlie 
United' Press made answer that, while 
the Vatican inay have officially an- 
nounced one-twenty aa the time of 
death, it

earlier and that such a practice was 
not unusual. It was said that when 
Lieo XIII died, there was a long inter- 
val between the actual death and the 
official announcement. While this in 
true, it is equally true that at no time 
was the hour of death of Pope Leo 
XIII (4:54 p. m.) ever mis-stated offi- 
cially or unofficially.

Press correspondent at Rome, in the

The threat by 
Japan of war in the Pacific may mean 
much more serious consequences, in 
any event, Wisconsin is face to face 
with a situation made doubly 
by the reckless, stupid extravagance 
of her local, municipal and state gov- 
ernments. These have already bur- 
dened her beyond her reasonable abil- 
ity to bear, and -war will surely add 
to ner burdens. Whether war abroad 
may help her Industries and her agri- 
culture is prolematlcal, and depend- 
ent upon many and altogether uncer- 
tain contingencies. 
In an humble 
way I have, for some years, in these 
letters, endeavored to call attention 
to the fact that the public financier- 
ing In Wisconsin was utterly without 
foresight, and such as to invite gen- 
eral bankruptcy, if any great emer- 
gency should tax our resources. The 
emergency is at hand and there will 
be no escape from the consequences 
of our state folly. However fortu- 
nate we may be, they are certain to 
be serious.

Taste of War Spirit. 
Last week in a vacation trip up 
the lakes I had a sniff or real war 
spirit that was as unexpected as- it 
was interesting. 
With a friend I 
visited the Canadian Sault. At the 
dock an immigration agent catechised 
us, and it was not until we succeeded 
in getting the confidence of the cus- 
toms officer that we were allowed to 
land. When we got to the principal 
thoroughfare of the town the side- 
walks were crowded, and a moment 
later there swung into the foot of the 
street a big military band, playing 
"Rule Brittannia," followed by 150 
Canadians in khaki uniforms, who 
made a good appearance. We were 
later told that 125 men, a number- of 
them Boar war veterans, had already 
enlisted, and expected to go to Eng- 
land immediately; that the Dominion 
had called twenty regiments to mus- 
ter for service, and that wealthy Can- 
adians would, at their own expense, 
raise and equip ve more regiments. 
The men whom 1 saw were on their 
way to mount guard for the night at 
the locks of the Canadian canal. On 
the streets there was little evidence 
of excitement, l>ut I was greatly im- 
pressed by the tense faces of several 
women that I saw before a news- 
paper bulletin board. They were ev- 
idently English and Scotch, and their 
anxious eagerness evinced the deeper 
tmotions of their souls. "Some of 
those volunteers belong to them," 1 
said to myself. Other things brought 
the T«ar even neared. At Houghton 
I was told that the copper mines were 
cutting their forces 50 per cent be- 
cause the lack of European demand 
already seriously limits the market 
for our copper. At the American 
Sault the revenue cutter Mackinaw 
had a dispatch from the United States 
treasury department instructing her 
to observe strict neutrality; and the 
citizens were urging upon our war 
department the return of the United 
States troops to Fort Bray, whence 
they were, months ago, sent to the 
Mexican border.

locks on the American side would be 
more disastrous to the 
important 
commerce of the lakes than on the 
Canadian side, gecause the American 
locks handle much the greater pro- 
portion of the lake traffic. Such facts 
bring home to an American and to 
Wisconsin men th«i Imminence 
of 
our foreign relations. Only a few 
miles north of us are 4,000 miles of 
border beyond which is the territory 
of one of the great belligerent na- 
tions. Circumstances may arise that 
in a moment would make it of far 
greater and more warlike importance 
than our Mexican border, that has 
for several years been guarded by 
our army.

Stone walls do not a prison make. 
This statement is especially true at 
the Wisconsin state penitentiary at 
Waupun, for under the regime of 
Rev. 
Daniel Woodward the 
state 
j.enal institution lias 
been 
trans- 
formed from a place of punishment to 
one of reform—almost to a training 
school. To go through the Waupun 
prison is .to come out with the idea 
of having visited a gigantic, well reg- 
ulated 
and 
systematized factory 
where workmen are employed under 
better working condition!; than those 
of the average manufacturing plant. 
It was my good fortune to be the 
guest of Daniel Woodward, warden 
of the Waupun penitentiary, for one 
day this week, and there is uo place 
in "the prison but what reflects of the 
wonderful work of the man who has 
made the duties of a prison warden 
a careful study—treating the inmates 
not as a mass of criminals, but as n- 
dlviduals considering their traits— 
weakness 
in -character, habits, per- 
sonality, and drawing conclusions as 
to the best methods of treating the 
respective cases. 
To meet Rev. Woodward is to meet 
a man full of personality, strength of 
character, with an idea of a square 
deal to all. Xo prisoner, whether a 
cruel murderer, a hardened criminal 
or a petty thief, might fear disfavor 
from Warden Woodward, for a crim- 
inal's past history in no way effects 
his standing in prison. For instance, 
in walking through the gigantic ware- 
house with Mr. Woodward, I saw 
John Dietz, the hero of the Cameron 
dam, 
industriously 
sweeping the 
floors, while a petty thief, a one year 
man was working in the dye shop, 
the hardest employment in the prison. 
The work of Dietz was comparatively 
easy for he had been a model prisoner 
while the petty thief had shown ten- 
dencies to violate the stern prison 
ruV»s. Tjntler the administration of 
Warden Woodward the

The great 
truth which Is apparent in the new 
policy in governing the state peni- 
tentiary Is that it is impossible to 
correct a criminal's habits by 
at- 
tempting to force him to 
abandon, 
evil for good, but rather to put the 
idea of work and system into the con- 
vict's mind, showing him the right 
method of living. 
Warden 
Wood- 
ward expressed that the prison should 
be operated on three definite lines— 
to protect society 
from 
the law- 
breakers, the 
reformation of 
the 
criminal, and to reimburse the state 
for the expense of maintaining the 
institution. 
Under the idea that the criminal 
has been startde wrong In 
life—by 
having no educational, religious or 
home 
advantages—Warden 
Wood- 
ward after careful study abolished 
the hair clipping system and placed 
within the reach of the convicts the 
Influence of good literature, music, re- 
Igious service, recreation, good iooa 
and care.

The first, khaki for 
the average prisoner, the hated stripes 
for the rule violater, and the ostra- 
cized red suits. The last named is 
used for dangerous prisoners who at- 
tempt to escape, or for repeated vio- 
lations of the rules. Except in the 
dye shop there was hut one convict 
attired in stripes, and none in the red 
suit at present. The only punishment 
now used at Waupun is to shackle the 
prisoner in a standing position in a 
cell for a number of hours. The most 
effective means to curb a prison s un- 
ruly outgursts is to take away his 
privileges, such as keeping him in a 
locked cell Saturday afternoon, refus- 
<ing reading privileges and turning off 
evening. 
To wear stripes Is to be 
held incontempt by the other prison- 
ers and to be aidsgrace to the co-oper- 
ation of the prisoners in 
furthering 
Warden Woodward's new system. 
! 
The honor system at Waupun has 
come to stay, and the working of con- 
victs at the road companies Is more 
successful than anticipated.. 
Since 
Rev 
Woodward's 
administration, 
hree years' ago, the honor reform has 
>een slowly but surely changing the 
prison walls to road camps. It was 
my pleasure to visit with Rev. Wood- 
ward the camp between Chester and 
Waupun, where thirty-six convicts are 
employed in building a highway be- 
tween Waupun and the small village 
of Chester. Here convicts are allowed 
all the freedom of any construction 
gang-^-to eat and sleep in their well 
kept tents and to work under condi-, 
tions most favorable to their health. 
The Chaster camp is under the able 
direction of William G. MacLean, an | 
expert in highway construction, who 
before the starting of the camp on 
July 14 was inexperienced in the 
handling of convicts. 
There is no 
guard or weapon of any kind at the 
camp and nothing would indicate the 
workmen were convicts only the tell- 
tale numbers on their shirts and that 
they work with more, zeal than free 
laborers. 
Superintendent MacLean 
has two assistants, who are foremen 
over the convict gang, and no better 
highway is being built than the two 
and one-half miles of macadam road 
under -construction at Chester. There 
is another camp, nicknamed Camp 
Woodward" by the convicts, at Tay- 
cheedah, near Fond du Lac, where 
more men are working than at Ches- 
ter 
Freedom lies within reach ot 
these -convicts, as there is a railroad 
within two miles of the camp, but 
honor holds them to their work.
